GEO. T. CLARK AND THE ANDOVER AND 
WILMINGTON RAILROAD: 


At the request of some of our read- 
ers, the following article which ap- 
peared in the Boston Journal recently 
from a Fall River correspondent, i8 
published:

I have recently received several com- 
munications from Maj. Geo. T. Clark, 
whom all old citizens will remember as 
the son of Hon. Hobart Clark, the old- 


time Andover lawyer and first Presi- 
dent of the Andover and Wilmington 
Railroad. The son was a Phillips Acad- 
emy boy in 1828 and afterwards. He 
says that he was- a pupil in the old 
“Stone Academy,’ when first occupied 
—‘‘in fact the carpenters were still at 
work when the school opened.’’? From 
those early days he has been a civil 
engineer, and worked on several of the 
first New England railroads, beginning 
with the ‘+Boston. and. Haverhill.” 
After thirty years of prosperous work 
in Michigan he retired in 1888, when 
seventy years old, and has since called 
Minneapolis his home. He is spending 
the winter in DeLand, Florida. One 
of his letters mentions meeting a lady 
there who said her grandfather emi- 
grated from Andover about 1818, and 
with others formed the town of Ando- 
ver, Ohio. His name was David Strick- 
land, and his wife was a Spring from a 
neighboring town. But Maj. Clark 
remembered no such names in either 
the North Parish or South Parish, and 
I find no such names on the town 
records. 

Another letter just received has so 
much local interest that I append it for 
publication in the TowNsMAN.

DELAND, FuA., FEB. 6, 92. 


My Dear Str:—The climate here is 
a beautiful one for old men, lazy men, 
and those afflicted with consumption, 
and we have but little to do but to talk 
about orange groves, the climate, our 
neighbors, both old and new comers, 
where they come from, their object in 
coming, and this, that and the other. 
While engaged in this kind of conver- 
sation the other day it came out that 
there was a Mr. Davis living on the 
same street with ourselves, who hailed 
from Lawrence, Mass., and not haying 
lost my original Yankee curiosity I 
began to speculate who he was. I con- 
cluded, as his name was George, that 
he must be in some way related to the 
late Geo. L. Davis, whom I knew in 
early life. I said to my wife, ‘we will 
call on them and find out.” ‘‘Ugh,” 
she replied, ‘‘you have more curiosity 
than a\‘oman.’’ We called and learned 
that they were not relatives, but Mr. 
Davis was the son of Mr. Edmond 
Davis who started the first Iron Works 
in North Andover, and his wife, for- 
merly a Miss Gage, a native of old 
North Parish, like myself. Our visit 
was a delightful one, and we talked 
abont Moose country, Bob’s Parish, 
and thé Guinea District,as I rememberd 
them, not forgetting Cato Freeman 
and his numerous and interesting pro- 
geny. 

Mrs. Davis very kindly gave me some 
late Mass. papers, which I enjoyed 
reading, and among them was the 
ANDOVER TOWNSMAN. I saw in it 
mauy familiar names, but the name of 
no one | knew. Inthe local news of 
one, Jan. 15th, 1 noticed this; ‘*The 
first locomotive ran on the Boston & 
Maine Railroad-will, it-is expected, be 


_ exhibited at the World’s Fair.’’? 1 know 


something about that engine, for I was 
on the first train of cars that came into 
Andover. It was on the 6th day of 
August, 1886. 1 was then employed on 
the road as an assistant engineer, and 
was in my nineteenth year. The two 
first engines, owned by what was then 
the Andover & Haverhill Railroad, for- 
merly the Andover & Wilmington, 
were the “‘Andover’’ and the ‘‘Haver- 
hill.” The ‘*Andover’’ preceeded the 
‘Haverhill’? some months, and I have 
suppdésed that they had long ago been 
consigned to the scrap heap. The day 
I remember well. I went to Wilming- 
ton with the purpose of coming to An- 
dover on the train. The train came 
from Lowell in the charge of Mr. Ha- 
nam, the engineer, In moving it about 
on our read in Wilmington, it met with 
a slight accident. This was reported 
to Mr. Roberts, the then Station Mas- 
ter at Lowell. He fearing that we 
might be disappointed, immediately 
started with another engine and cars, 
and came to Andover with them, and 
it is ig my impression now that it was 
a Lowell engine that first ran over the 
road into Andover. If the old ‘‘Ando- 
ver’? is atill in existence and on exhi- 
bition in Chicago, and I. am alive, I 
shall cértainly go and’see it, for it-was 
on her foot-board I took my first les- 
sons on a locomotive steam engine; 
lessons which have served me'a good 
purpose many atime since. You would 
oblige if you_could inform me, if it is 
this engine that it is intended to place 
on exhibition. If Mr. M. C, Andrews 
is alive he could probably give you 
some information in regard to it. 

I also noticed the death of Mrs. 
Susan Farnham Smith, at the age of 
93. She was my first school teacher, 
who tatight me my alphabet. From 
some data that I have, this must have 
been previous to the year 1824 and be- 
foré Miss Susan Foster opened her 
school néar Mr. Loring’s in North An-

mated discussion growing out of “a 


petition presented to the School Com- 
mittee recently, signed by the most 


influential citizens here. Among many 
things the petition says: : 
“The undersigned hereby wish te 
enter their formal protest against- the 
course of study approved by you for 
the public sehools of Fall River, par- 
ticularly in the grammar grade. As 
parents, knowing something ef what 
is being taught, we wish to say that we 
think too many studies are given in 
grammar.schools, and that too much 
is thereby expected of children rang- 
ing from 10 to 14 and 15 years of age. 
We think it mnch better that our chil- 
dren should come out of school at the 
end of. their school course with a fair 
amount of learning and good healthy 
bodies and minds than that they should 
graduate with minds crammed with 
knowledge but with nerves unstrung, 
so that what knowledge they may have 
acquired may work to their disadvan- 
tage rather than aid them in the strug 
gle of life.’ When you ladies and gen- 
tlemen ‘went to school it required six 
hours daily five days in the week to 
get. a fair understanding of the three 
R’s, commonly known as reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic. When the gram- 
mar school was reached, geography 
and grammar were added to the above- 
named studies. But your children and 
ours are expected to achieve greater 


things than we did, and are therefore 
required to learn, in additigz to the 


studies named above, physics, civigs, 
composition, declamatign, bookkeep- 
ing, physiology, drawiyg, music, stim- 
ulants, narcotics, morals, etc. We 
think the system in /vogue in our gram- 
mar schools, espegially, is faulty, and 
tends to discourage rather than encour- 
age the scholar in a healthy interest 
in their studies. Most of the studies 
are unintergsting, and have heretofore 
been taught only in high schools and 
colleges. To try and cram into the 
minds of children problems hardly in- 
telligible to their parents appears to us 
an imposition that should receive the 
protest of all parents and others who 
have the best interests of the rising 
generation at heart. Of what use, 
pray, is it to try and teach civil gov- 
ernment toa boy and girl of 11 and 12 
years? Itisa sad commentary upon 
our civil government to-day that our 
best citizens hold aloof from all partici- 
pation in its enactment. If that is so, 
why should our schools try to discour- 
age these children, who ought here- 
after to be glad to participate in shap- 
ing the legislation of their country, 
State and municipality. If either of 
you ladies and gentlemen had been re- 
quired at the age of 12 years, to write-a 
composition on the Indian question, 
not being allowed to ask any questions 
of your elders, what kind of an essay 
do you think you would have presented 
to your teacher? There is an old say- 
ing that ‘A Jack of all trades is good at 
none.’ It would appear that our chil- 
dren are being taught to have a super- 
ficial idea of everything and not to be 
proficient in anything.’’ 

The petition was referred to the sub- 
committee that has recently been at 
work trying to change the curriculum. 


A year or two since the Hartford 
Fire Insurance Company issued a life- 
size picture of the Hon. William E.

The dog howled when 
death was approaching; the cat saw 
spirits, and started up and ran, and 
any unusual! occurrence fell under the 
suspicion of being a death fetch.—Hez- 
ekiah Butterworth in Harper's.

Mr. James H. Eaton, who presided, in- 
troduced Mrs. Downs gracefully and deli- 
cately, and as she came modestly forward 
upon the platform the pleasure of the 
cultivated gathering was manifested by 
hearty applause. Mrs, Downs is well 
known in the literary world as a writer 
and author, and her extensive travels in 
the old world, her fine taste and culti- 
vated mind have caused her fame asa 
lecturer to extend far beyond the limits 
of her own New England. All present 
telt intuitively, before she spoke a word, 
that they had not braved the warring 
elements of a winter’s nighit for naught. 

Looking round on the beautiful ha, 
Mrs. Downs, whose subject was the h s- 
toric town of old Concord and its great 
men and women, aptly spoke of the de- 
light it would have given the celebrated 
Concord- philosopher, Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson with his kind heart open to all 
great philanthropics,could he have spoken 
in such acharming place fur such a de- 
serving charity. Then followed a de- 
lightful story of reminiscences all too 
short, of her childhood and youth spent 
in Concord, a place so hallowed by old 
memories, patiiotic struggles, and 


thoughts of the great and good whose. 


names stand high on ‘‘fame’s eternal 
bead-roll.” It would be impossible to 
ave an idea of the easy, graceful, and 
eeply interesting style of the speaker, 
as she unfolded to those present her ex- 
erienices in the old. town of which all 

ew England is proud and of which it 
never tires of hearing. Of course the 
main interest centered upon Emeison. 
whose subtlety of intellect and original 
aud independent genius’ made him a 
friend of the great all over the world,' 
Carlyle, Wordsworth, ‘Tennyson, Mar- 
garet Fuller and other great thinkers all 
combining to do him honor, 

Mrs. Dewns did not attempt any,intel- 
lectual analysis of the philoso; her, but 
through her observant eyes he was shown 
as the kind-hearted gentleman, and the 
dear friend and neighbor, From her per- 
fect photograph he could be seen walking 
the streets of Concord, or sitting under 
the pines of Sleepy Hollow, where he 
now rests, composing his deep poems 
and matchless essays on life and immor- 
tality. His quiet, retired, meditative 
life aided materially in making him the 
vigorous and mane thinker, Next in 
interest were the remembrances of Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne, the greatest Ameri- 
can novelist, whose ‘‘Mosses from an Old 
Manse”’ were written in the old house at 
Concord which still bears that name, the 
fresh and transparent beauty of wlfose 
style and great tragic power were hardly 
foreshadowed by his peculiarly shrinking 
spirit, almost unsociable in its efforts. to 
escape the gaze of the world. His admi- 
ration of Emerson is shown in thea most 
undisputed fact that the original of the 
“Great Stone Face,” is Emerson himself, 

Bronson Alcott, with his trancenden- 
talism and mysticism, his improvidence 
and ignorance of the ways of the world, 
was described graphically, and also the 
noble devotion of his daughter, Louisa, 
whose stories have made her the “idol of 
the boys and ‘girls of to-day. Her two 
sisters have been immortalized in the 
story, “Little Wo nen,”’ tn ‘er the names 
of **Beth” and “Amy.”’ henry Thoreau, 
the eccentric hermit of Walden, was @ 
well known figure in Concord in those 
days, and many graphic stories were told 
in Mrs. Downs’ inimitable style of his 
quaintness and shyness, and of his wide 
acquaintance with the animal and botani- 
cal world. He was the intimate friend 
of the foxes and woodchucks, and often, 
when talking to him, bright-eyed squir- 
rels would be seen peeping out from 
under his waistcoat, i8 attitude of re- 
sistance to everything conventional was 
comically shown in his refusal to pay his 
taxes, he preferring to zo to jail, from 
which place he wanliberated by Emerson 
who annually paid the troublesome levies 
for him. The speaker’s discriptions of 
the old battlefield at Concoid, the courage 
of the farmer soldiers who “fired the 
shot heard round the world,” as Emer- 
son has said, and the death at the bridge 
of the first martyrs «f tne Revolution, 
Davis and Hosmer, were thrilling in the 
extreme and brought vividly to mind the 
immortal scene which took place where 
now stands the great monument to the 
memories of the heroic dead. The lecture 
was novel and unique in its line, being a 
departure from the beaten track of for- 
eign travel, and causing the heart of a 

ew Englander to thrill with piid: at the

The furmshing has been under the 
direction of a committee of ladies af fol- 
fowss Mus. HA. Hiil, Mrs, F. D. Allen, 
Mis. HH. Proctor, Mrs. C. AY Hopkiiis, 
and Mrs. W. J. Tucker. ; 

‘The aim has been to have the furnish- 
ing tasty and attractive, without being 
gaudy orexpensive. The entire house 
has been fur ished as a home, Institu- 
tional featuyes have 1e-n avoided. The 
plan is to haye every person who enteis 
the building come in under the influences 
of hospitality. Frequent social gather- 
ings will be held in the parlors. What- 
ever clubs and classes are formed will be 
carried on in a personal and friendly 
way. There are four good-sized rooms, | 
two of them serving as study rooms for | 
such purposes. Groups of men and of | 
boys are being formed who will come to | 
the house once a week for such kinds of | 
improvement and recreation as may seem 
most suitable, Arrangements are also 
making to give the use of the rooms on 
certain nights to a girls’ club, which will 
bein charge of women associate work- 
ers, 

In the district the residents have al- 
ready connected themselves with the 
work done by existing agencies. Such 
work is preliminary to the establishment 
of uew social centres in the district in 
the way of clubs, home libraries, and the 
like. Numerous opportunities for ex- 
plaining the plan of the house, both pub- 
lily and privately, have been found by 
the residents, 

The members of the association will, it 
is hoped, take a close interest in the 
work of the settlement. A beginning is 
being made upon a sociological library, 
which will always be open to the use—of 
members of the association. Members 
engaged in special lines of social work or 
economic study, of whom there will be 
more and more, will from time to time 
be asked to address the association. A 
course of six such lectures to be given at 
the house is soon to be announced. A8 
som as the work can become well or- 
ganized, the residents hope to have the 
co-operation of such members as can give 
some regular assistance. The plan is to 
make the hospitality of the house avail- 
able so far as circumstances may allow 
for all who participate directly in -the 
work and for such guests as may be in- 
vited. 

The expense of the house for ‘the first 
year is not expected to exceed $3009. 
This um includes rental ($960). the run- 
ning expenses of the house exclusive of 
the board of residents (about $800), and 
the furnishing of the house (about 
$1000). Many generous gifts have already 
been received, and contributions are still 
solicited in sums of $100, $50, $25 and $10,

Bay State is the Leader with a Mem- 
bership of 3315—Finances in Good Con- 
@ition—Election of Officers. 


Co_umBus, O., Feb. 16.—The annual 
convention of the officers of the League 
ef American Wheelmen was held here 

rday. The session opened early in 
the morning and did not close until late 
fm the evening. These officers legislate 
for the wheelmen of America, and what 
they do may therefore be presuined to in- 
terest about 200,000 people—the estimated 
aumber of bicycle riders in this country. 
The convention assembled at 10 o’clock 
with President Dunn in thechair. The 
roll call showed that ninety-one delegates 
were present, representing most of the 
atates in the country. 

The Bylaws Were Amended

dents shall, iu tie order of priority, suc-

President Dunn’s report was an able and 
exhaustive review of the work accom- 
plished by the L. A. W. @ year ago.

IN BEHALF OF FARMERS, 


The Country's Acricultural Condition te 
Be Inguired Into, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The senate com- 
mittee on.agriculture considered the res- 
olution of Senator George, relutive to ‘the 
appointment of a committee to inquire 
into the cause of the low price of cotton 
and the depressed condition of agricul- 
ture in the cotton raisilig” statés, and 
agreed to report back to the senate an 
amendment in the nature of a substitute 
authorizing the committee to make a gen- 
eral investigation for the purpose of as- 
certaining the present condition of agri- 
culture in the United States, the present 
prices of agricultural products, and if 
there be any of which the prices are de- 
pressed, the causes of such depression and 
the remedies therefor.

canal, simulating malignant dysen 
tery. The action must be of a me 
chanical rather than chemical na 
ture, just as the spores of the com 
mon puff ball act upon the eyes. 

The baintuo crystal is greatly 
dreaded by all European residents of 
Java. A Wuteh official report says 
that scores of death among Euro 
pean planters wre due to the bamboo 
hairs and to the jealousy of native 
women, who. whenever they take a 
fancy to «a white man, will either 
have him -or poison bim on bamboo 
hairs if it takes months to accom 
plish the job. 

The infinitesimal hollow through 
these harry crystals is the most re 
markable thing in connection with 
them, they being the only known 
hollow vegetable or mineral thorn» 
or crystals. St. Louis Republic. 


Rapid Walking with Stilts. 

Locomotion on stilts 1s evidently 
calculated to suggest peril to persons 
who are accustomed only to walking 
on their feet. ‘We estimate the pos 
sible danger of a fall from the height 
of these implements from our ex 
periences of ordinary pedestrians 
falls; but-the Landais, habituated 
from infancy to this sort of exercine, 
acquire extraordinary ease and skill 
in it. The tchangue is perfectly able 
to preserve his equilibrium; he 
marches with long strides, balts in a 
standing position, runs with agility 
or executes an occasional acrobatic 
turn, picking up a stone from the 
ground, plucking a flower, pretend 
ing to fall and mse quickly, or run 
ning in a lock step, ete. 

The speed attained by stiltsmen is 
easily explained, when we regard 
the superior length of the stride they 
can make without enlarging the an 
gle of separation of the legs. -M.

The Action of Poison, 

Nature seems to have provided 
that no poison which acts externally 
shall have any effect internally, and 
vice versa. Thus the most deadly 
snake venom. can be swallowed witao 
impunity, the juices of the stomach 
presumably decomposing it and ren 
dering it harmless. Many expen 
ments have been made to prove this. 
On one occasion recorded by Hum 
boldt one person swallowed the 
whole of the poison that could be ob 
tained from four Itahan vipers with 
out suffering any bad consequences. 
In the same way the poison from the 
envenomed arrows of South Ameri 
can Indians can he swallowed with 
safety, provided only that there is 
no wound on the lips or inside of the 
mouth. — Washington Post.
